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NICD gets unprecedented number 
of inquiries about hearing loss 


More people wrote, called, and 
walked into Gallaudet’s National Infor- 
mation Center on Deafness (NICD) 
with questions about hearing loss last 
year than ever before. 

From Oct. 1, 1988, through Sept. 
30, 1989, NICD answered 10,176 re- 
quests for information. This is two and 
one half times greater than the 4,000 
requests for information that NICD 
received in 1984 and 32 percent more 
than it received in 1987-88, said 
Loraine DiPietro, director of NICD. 

This year, 26 percent of the requests 
came from hard of hearing older adults 
who read about NICD in an article by 
former Sen. Charles Percy (R-Ill.) in 
Modern Maturity magazine and an an- 
nouncement in the American Associa- 
tion of Retired Persons newsletter, said 
DiPietro. 

“Many of our requests came from 
people who have seen many audiolo- 
gists in their lives and still don’t under- 
stand their hearing loss,” said DiPietro. 
“It’s very, very hard for them. That’s 
why I spend time writing individual let- 
ters as much as | can.” 

Other requests ranged from general 
information on deafness to the cost of 
educating a deaf child. Doctors asked 
about research, and health care per- 
sonnel asked for training programs on 
working with deaf people. Parents in- 
quired about programs for their deaf 
children, while deaf people and their 
friends and relatives asked for informa- 
tion on programs to help deaf adults 
obtain job skills or where deaf alcohol- 
ics can get help. 

In 1986, 26 percent of the requests 
came by phone and 63 percent came 
by mail. The number of phone requests 





rose to 51 percent in 1988-89, requir- 
ing staff members to spend a lot more 
time answering phone calls than in the 
past. 

In addition to its increased phone 
inquiries, 44 percent of the inquiries 
came by mail, and 5 percent came 
from people who simply walked into 
the center and asked for information. 


Many of the questions NICD staff 
received required that they read 
materials for new information, update 
their database and resource files, and 
call sources for additional information. 


NICD’s five-member staff answered 
31 percent of the inquiries while they 
increased their information collection by 
20 percent. Student workers responded 
to 30 percent of the inquiries, and 
volunteers responded to 38.5 percent.

“This is an extremely important exhi- 
bition,” said KDES art instructor Phil 
Bogdan. “We were very fortunate to 
get hold of it.

“Macaulay’s works are fascinating— 
he’s really a genius, and there’s not 
anyone who will come to this exhibit 
and not learn something,” Bogdan 
added. 

Macaulay’s experience as a student 
in architecture at the Rhode Island 
School of Design is evident in both the 
themes and the illustrations of his 
books. Most of his books follow a “how 
things work” concept. Pyramid, for ex- 
ample, shows step by step how ancient 
civilizations built the mighty shrines to 
their gods and leaders. Castle and 
Cathedral take basically the same ap- 
proach, showing blueprint-type render- 
ings depicting the skill and painstaking 
procedures used in constructing these 
immense structures. 

Books such as Underground show 
the intricate mechanisms below urban 
city streets that make a metropolis run. 
City, which details the planning of an 
ancient Roman city, was called “ 
remarkable volume ... one of the 
most imaginative and informative books 
of the year,” by Gene Shalit of “The 
Today Show.” 

Time magazine has said of Macaulay 
that “what he draws ... he draws bet- 
ter than any other pen-and-ink illustra- 
tor in the world.” The New York Times 
awarded Macaulay six Best Books of 
the Year Awards, and he has received 
top honors from The Boston Globe, 
the School Library Journal, and the 
New York Academy of Sciences. 

Bogdan encourages the campus 
community and their families to come 
to the opening reception and enjoy 
“great refreshments and see a fantastic 
show. People are going to be over- 
whelmed by what they see.”

Temporary continuation 
of health benefits coverage 


The Federal Employees Health 
Benefits Amendment Act went into ef- 
fect on Jan. 1, 1990. This public law 
applies to employees who are covered 
under federally sponsored health 
benefits programs. It provides for tem- 
porary continuation of health benefits 
coverage for: 
© certain employees who separate from 
service; 
© children of employees and annuitants 
who lose their status as family members 
and can no longer be covered; and 
© certain former spouses of employees 
and annuitants who would not other- 
wise be eligible for continued health in- 
surance coverage. 

If you leave Gallaudet for reasons 
other than retirement, your health in- 
surance will terminate 31 days follow- 
ing the end of the pay period in which 
you separate. Under provisions in the 
act, however, you will be able to select 
one of two options for continuing your 
health insurance: 

e You may elect to convert your insur- 
ance to a non-group contract. The 
non-group plan may not be identical to 
the one you had with Gallaudet. Infor- 
mation regarding rates and coverage 
may be obtained from the carrier. To 
convert to the non-group plan, you 
must enroll within 31 days from the 
date of your separation. 


e You may elect to continue your 
health benefits coverage for up to 18 
months after separation instead of con- 
verting to the non-group contract. You 
may stay in the plan you currently 
have or enroll in another if eligible. To 
continue your coverage, you must pay 
the full amount of the premium (both 
the employee share and Gallaudet’s 
share) plus a two percent administrative 
charge. If you continue your coverage

through the 18 months, you will be 
given 31 days at the end to convert to 
the non-group contract. 

If you have a child or former spouse 
who was covered under your health 
plan but who is no longer eligible, most 
often because of the child’s age or be- 
cause of divorce, you may apply for 
the continuation of benefits as long as 
you notify the Personnel Office within 
60 days of the change. Again, the co- 
vered individual must pay the full cost 
of the coverage plus the two percent 
administrative charge. Children and 
former spouses are eligible for a tem- 
porary continuation of coverage for a 
maximum of 36 months.
